These are many limes made hurriedly, llier.e not lying 
fime for the careful consideration Ilia! is supposed to be .miveni 
(o expenditures of the public money in times of peace. l;iner- 
gencies call for quick action and when war is on there is 
neither time nor patience for the careful consideration of ex- 
penditures. 
Means for the prosecution of war have to be1 


provided without delay and the result is a lavislmess in appro- 
priations which would not be foleraled in limes of peace.

This country is not now at war, but there is so much war 


talk and so much of the war spirit in the atmosphere that one 
of the chief duties of Congress at the present time is to stand 
on guard against assaults upon the treasury in the name of 
preparedness. 
IZvcry sensible American 
realixes . that the 


United States should be in a position lo properly defend itself 
against attack from any quarter, but the conditions are not 
such as lo justify hysteria or Ihe temporary shelving of 
com- 


mon sense or common prudence. 
What needs to be done 


should be done, but there is no occasion for throwing the fecl-J 
cral treasury wide open and lending a willing ear lo calls 
for, 


this, that and the other approprialion — all in Ibe name, of 
pre- 


paredness. 


• That Ihe present is considered a favorable time io call for 
generous appropriations by Congress has been frequently, 
demonstrated in recent monllis, and now comes the National 
Association of Manufacturers, which al its recent convention 
in New York went on record in favor of national appropria- 
tions for vocational training. 
It was proposed that Congress 


should appropriate 'money hi proportion lo that appropriated 
by the slales for Ihe promotion of induslrial education, tiiat a 
federal board should be created lo oversee the work, wilh 
com- 


mittees lo aid, anil "advisory" committees and all Ibal ?orl of 
tiling'.
